Phoenix, Ariz., November 26.—Bas- 
ing his action on a certificate signed 
by two physicians stating that Wil- 
liam Faltin, sentenced to be hanged 
today for murder, was insane, Warden 
R. Sims, of the Arizona state peniten- 
tiary, today refused to go forward 
with the execution and brought the 
question of Faltin’s mental condition 


before the county court here. The 
court ordered a hearing on the pris- 
oner’s condition before a jury for a 
date not later than December 13. The 
action of the court automatically stays 
execution. 

Faltin was convicted of the murder 
three years ago of Carl Peterson. 

Wiley Jones, attorney géneral of 
Arizona, said tonight he would file a 
petition before the state supreme court 
tomorrow asking that Sims be cited for 
contempt. Faltin's death warrant was 
signed by all three justices of the 
supreme court after the lower courts 
had been sustained. 

It was the contention of the board 
of pardons and paroles and of the at- 
torney general that Faltin was not in- 
sane, 

The attorney general said tonight 
that execution could have been sus- 
pended legally only by an order of 
the court before whom the question of 
insanity was brought.

AUSTRIANS FIGHTING : 
WITH TERRIFIC FURY 


Nogales, Ariz, November 246.—Carry- 
ing out threats that they would fight 
Americans before they left the border, 
Villa enipers, posted in Nogales, So- 
nora, after Francisco Villa evacuated 
the town, opened’ fire today on soldiers 
of the Twelfth United States infantry, 
posted at the border. 

The Americans, who had endured 
taunts for a week, returned the fire 
and more than forty Mexicans were 
killed. The Americans had three 
wounded, one of whom, Stephen Lit- 
tles, died tonight. Another, Herbert 
Cates, was not expected to live. Ar- 
thur L. Saupe was shot in the foot. 

The American casualties were suf- 
fered in a brush with Carranza cavalry, 
who were mistaken for Villa troops, as 
they rushed over a hill to enter the 
town.

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President Doesn’t Think 
Time Opportune for Peace 
Movement — Women Pre- 
sent Appeal to President. 


Washington, November 26.—Presi- 
dent Wilson will take no part in the 
campaign to bring about a peace con- 
ference. While he will interpose no 
objection to the unofficial movement, 
he has heard nothing from Europe 
which leads him to believe chat the 
time is opportune for him to take any 
steps. 

Telegrams urging the president to 
support the movement for a confer- 
ence of neutrals continued to pour in 
at the white house today. A delega- 
tion of peace advocates will call on 
the president late today. 

The president is keeping in close 
touch with peace sentiment abroad 
through American diplomatic repre- 
sentatives and is devoting much time 
and study to the questio 

It is stated authoritatively that at 
the first intimation from officials of 
the warring nations that such efforts 
would be welcome the president will 
renew his offer of services to aid in 
ending the war. 

Henry Ford's peace ship will not 
carry any representatives ef the 
American government, and unless the 
situation changes in the meantime the 
government will not take any part in 
the meeting proposed. 

Women Appeal to Wilson. 

Efforts to win President Wilson's 
support for a conference of neutrals to 
initiate peace propsals in Europe 
reached a climax today when Mme. 
Rosika Schwimmer, of Hungary, and 
Mrs. Ethel Snowden, wife of a mem- 
ber of the British parliament, called at 
the white house-with a personal appeal 
and word that they had definite infor- 


mation that the majority of the bel- 


ligerent nations would not turn deaf 
ears to suggestions from a neutral 
gathering. 

The women talked with the presi- 
dent for more than half an hour and 
went away much pleased over their re- 
ception, though the president had made 
no promises. About 400 peace advocates, 
fresh from a mass meeting held at a 
theater, accompanied the president’s 
callers to the white house, applauding 
them as they entered and left the ex- 
ecutive offices. 

The president was urged to initiate 
a peace conference or at least to sig- 
nify that he would appoint a delegate 
from the United States if another neu- 
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make peace propasls. 
Believes President Impressed. 


Mme. Schwimmer, who saw the presi-

Mrs. Snowden declared that the con- 
sorship abroad was preventing the 
people in this country from knowing of 
the widespread demand for peace. She 
told of two recent addresses in the 
house of lords in London on peace, 
which she said the censor had not al- 
lowed to be published. 7 

Henry Ford’s address was brief. “Out 
of the trenches by Christmas, and 
never back again is my motto,” he said, 
and sat down. 

In the campaign which has been car- 
ried on for a week to influence the

“Our constitution makes no provision 
for the care of public business under 
circumstances such as your kind in- 
vitation figures,” the governor tele- 
graphed Mr. Ford. My duty is to serve 
our people, Regret my inabiilty to go. 
Believe it the duty of a governor here 
not to e steps you have in mind. 
Private individuals can act with much 
more freedom.”

Columbia, S. C., November 86—Be- 
cause of the pressure of official busi- 
ness Governor uning. of South Caro- 
lina, today wired Henry Ford, Detroit 
manufacturer, declining Mr. Ford's in- 
vitation to become a member of the 
committee of 100 prominent Ameri- 
cans invited to join an expedition to 
Europe, to start on December #4, for 
the purpose of attempting to bring 
the European war to a peaceful close.

WILLIAMS MAKES GOOD! 

The extent of usury among the country 
town national banks of the United States, 
which the treasury department, through the 
comptroller of the currency, is endeavoring 
to correct, has reached more amazing pro- 
portions, according to an additional -state- 
ment just issued by Comptroller of the 
Currency John Skelton Williams, than the 
public has heretofore had any idea of. 

Mr. Wiliams has, in former statements, 
sought to make it.clear that generally speak- 
ing the big banks, the city banks and those 
operating in close touch and harmony with 
the city institutions have no part or share 
in this violation of state and national law 
and outraged every 
sense of financial fairness and decency. The 
Constitution, too, in commenting upon the 
disclosures of these excessive usurious 
practices, has sought always to let no part 
of the burden rest unjustly upon the well- 
directed city and town banks. 

The new disclosures, or at least a star- 
tling elaboration of those already made, come 
in the shape of a reply by Comptroller Wil- 
liams to criticisms made by the executive 


committee of the national bank section of 


the American Bankers’ association. In 
these criticisms the committee declared 
that in its opinion the usurious practices 
complained of “are confined ‘only to some 
sections of the country and are not gen- 
eral,” that the comptroller’s statements 
had created a bad impression and done 
great injustice to the large majority of 
bankers, and requested him to modify and 
correct them. 

The committee’s criticisms invite the 
more serious indictment contained in the 
comptroller’s reply published today, in 
which he shows that 2,748 national banks, 
or more than one-third of the total number 
in the United States, “were charging on 
some of their loans 10 per cent per annum 
or more—in hundreds of the banks very 
much more.” Comptroller Williams asks:

We neither need 
him nor have we attained that degree of 
perfection which wholly assures us that we 
could avoid the temptation of pitting him 
against a challenging adversary. — . 

Congress is about to convene and there 
will be no more important or far-reaching 
problem before it than that of determining 
to just what extent our national defenses 
should be built. Before it, on one extreme, 
are those who would build the world’s most 
powerful navy and set up a standing ‘army 
in proportion. They want to make us a 
Germany and an England combined, with 
militarism back of the control of the seas. 
They want the world’s champion prize 
fighter, ready for aggression in spite of 
restraint. 

On thé other hand, congress must con- 
tend, too, with those who would go even to 
the extreme of disarmament; who would 
put peace upon an unguarded pedestal 
whence the first passing vandal might over- 
throw and smash it disastrously. 

We do not decry the extremists; they 
have more than once proven a national 
safety valve, and there is every reason to 
believe they will do it now. Somewhere 
between them lies our line of safety, and 
it is the duty, of congress to find it. 

We want and should have and maintain 
a defense just strong enough to restrain 
rash national tempers and those preda- 
torially inclined; powerful and ready and 
active enough to make any possible ag- 
gressor think twice before acting and then 
sheathe his sword. We want and need 


that and no more; and in building it we 


must consider our national location and 
distance from any possible base of aggres- 
sion as a primary and valuable factor. 
With natural location as the arc light 
under. which the predatory intruder scarcely 
dares to venture, the stalwart national po- 
liceman constantly on the beat is all we 
need to inculcate obedience to law and pre- 
serve national good order. : a 
When we go beyond that we shall do 
more to endanger the continued existence 
if a prosperous peace than if we took no 
further step whatever to strengthen our 
present defenses against unwarranted ag- 
gression. b :

GREECE COERCED. 


Despite her assent to the imperative 
terms presented to her, Greece is not an 
active supporter of the Allies in the present 
European struggle, and the chances are all 
against her becoming so, notwithstanding 
the well-known sentiments of her people. 

Under coercion involving blockade and 
other possible punishment, Greece agrees 
to present no interference to the landing or 
the operations of the Allied troops in the 
Balkans, but further than that she offers no 
hope of assistance. 

While Greece plays the part of a coerced 
neutral, Rumania continues to waver in the 
balance, inactive and awaiting . eleventh- 
hour developments. 

Thus act the lukewarm friends of the 
Allies, while the neighboring states of Teu- 
tonic sympathy are active in the field, 
aiding in the well-planned imperial entry 
of the kaiser into Constantinople. 

The situation presents more and more 


striking evidence of tactical and diplomatic | 


Allied -blunders. For months Turkey has 
been fighting Germany’s battles and Bul- 
garia comes quickly, willingly, when called. 

But neither coercion nor persuasion have 
yet tempted Greece or Rumania to fix a 
bayonet or draw a sword. Both tactics and 
diplomacy must have been badly played: 
Failure to ‘inspire confidence has evidently

currency called the attention of the national 
banks to the usury laws ‘and to the oaths 
taken by national bank directors, he stated 
that a great many national banks had gross- 
ly violated the laws against usury. 

The executive committee of the national 
bank section of the American Bankers’ asso- 
ctation, in a letter to the comptroller, dated 
November 15, 1915, complained that the 
comptrolier’s statement above referred. to 
had created a bad impression and had done 
a great injustice to the great majority of 
bankers and requested the comptroller to 
modify and correct his statements on the 
subject. . 

The comptroller's reply, dated November 
23, 1915, is as follows:

The 
sworn statements of the banks in one r- 
ticular state include a list of one hundred 


|} and thirty-one (131) banks whose maximum 


rates of interest ranged from fifteen (15) to 
twenty-four (24) per cent; 67 banks whose 
maximum rate was between twenty-five (25) 
and sixty (60) per cent; 22 banks which 
charged between sixty (60) and one hundred 
(100) per cent, and 26 banks whose maximum 
rates were one hundred (100) per cent or 
more. 


Thirty-Six Per Cent. 


The sworn reports of the banks also show 
that, on September 2, 1915, two thousand 
seven hundred and forty-three (2,743) na- 
tional banks, out of a total of seven thousand 
six hundred and thirteen (7,613), being more 
than thirty-six (36) per cent of all the 
national banks of the country, were charg- 
ing on some of their loans ten (10) per cent 
per annum or more—in hundreds of banks 


ing the attention of the banks to the laws f very much more. 


against usury and to the oaths taken by 
national bank directors to observe the stat- 
utes of the United States. The circular letter 
also stated that the records of this office 
show that a great many national banks have 
grossly violated the usury laws. 

You inform me that your committee 
unanimously adopted a resolution declaring 
it to be the opinion of the committee that 
the usurious practices complained of “are 
confined only to some sections of the coun- 
try and are not general,” and you ask this 
office— a 

“To make such modifications and 
corrections of the statements em- 
braced in that letter as will do 
justice to the great number of 
banks which have not violated 
the statutes relating to rates of 
interest.” : 1 

My statement that a great many national 
banks have grossly violated section 5197, 
U. S. R. S., against usury,” is literally true, 
and stands in no need of correction. It is 
a pleasure, however, to me to be able to 
state that the records show that a large 
majority of the national banks of the United 
States, according to the latest reports, are 
keeping their interest rates within the maxi- 
mum figures permitted by law. 

I was sincerely gratified to be in a posi- 
tion to announce in a public address to bank- 
ers, a few weeks ago, that a majority of 
the national banks were obeying the law in 
this respect. At the same time, there are a 
great many national banks which have vio- 
lated the usury law in the past, but which, 
I am confident, will not again do s0, now 
that the provisions of this law have been 
made plain to their officers and directors 
and their attention called to their oaths of 
office. 

What Records Show. 

As the records of this office show that 
more than twelve hundred (1,200) national 
banks, including banks in forty-one (41) 
states, were charging on some of their loans, 
as late as September 2, 1915, twelve (13) 
per cent per annum interest or more (and 
in numerous cases more than sixty (60) per 
cent), it can hardly be claimed that the 
charging of excessive rates of interest is 
confined to either a few banks or a few 
localities. In twenty-seven (27) of these 
states, embracing approximately sixty (60) 
per cent of the total area of. the continental 
United States, exclusive of Alaska, the rate 


.of twelve (12) per cent or more is, under any 


circumstances, usurious. 

The location of the national Banks charg- 
ing on some loans twelve (12) per cent or 
more was, as stated in my recent public ad- 
dress above referred to, as follows: 9 in 
New -York state, 6 in Pennsylvania, 2 in 
Maine, 3 in Massachusetts, 5 in Virginia, 7 
in West Virginia, 6 each in Florida and Lau- 
isiana, 66 in Georgia, 52 in Alabama, 168 in 
Texas, 7 in Arkansas, 17 in Kentucky, 28 in 
Tennessee, 4 in Ohio, 8 in Indiana, 40 in Ili- 
nois, 7 in Iowa, 19 in Missouri, 69 in North 
Dakota, 48 in South Dakota, 21 in Kansas, 
46 in Montana, 20 in. Wyoming, 63 in Col- 
orado, 33 in New Mexico, 287 in Oklahoma, 25 
in Washington, 40 in California, 45 in Idaho, 
18 in Utah, and 8 in Nevada, 3 each in Michi- 
gan, Oregon; North Carolina and Arizona. 
In New Jersey, District of Columbia, Ne- 
braska, Minnesota and South Carolina only 
2 banks in each admitted charging twelve. 
(12) per cent or higher, and only one in 
Maryland. 

The only states where there were no 
national banks which admitted under oath in 
their statements of September 2, 1915, that 
they were charging as high as twelve (12) 
per cent on any of their loans were Connecti- 
cut, Delaware, Mississippi, New Hampshire, 
Rhode Island, Vermont and Wisconsin. 

In Maine, Massachusetts, Rhode Island, 
New York, Pennsylvania, Colorado and Cali- 
fornia high rates may, under the law, be 
charged by special agreement. The only 
other states in addition to the foregoing 
seyen states, in which rates as high as 
twelve (12) per cent per annum may be 
charged, even by written contract, accord- 
ing to the reports recently received by this 
office from the attorneys genera] of the 
several states, are Connecticut, . Montana, 
South Dakota, Idaho, Nevada, New exico, 
Washington, Wyoming and Utah, and wher- 
ever in these states rates in excess of twelve 
(12) per cent are charged, they are usurious. 

Twelve hundred and forty-seven (1,247) 
national banks in thirty-six (36) states, cov- 
ering seventy-five (76) per cent of the total

When 2,743 national banks in forty-two 
(42) states, covering ninety-eight (98) per 
cent of the total area of the continental 
United States, exclusive of Alaska, admit 
under oath that they are charging ten (10) 
per. cent or more on some of their loans, 
and when 1,022 national banks in twenty- 
five (25) states, which include seventy-four 
(74) per cent of the total area of the conti- 
nental United States, exclusive of Alaska, 
also confess that they have been charging on 
an average anywhere from ten (10) per cent 
to eighteen (18) mer cent or more on all of 
their loans, is it not flying in the face of 
facts to suggest that the practice is confined 
either to a small area or to a few banks? 

It is also worthy of note that a majority 
of all the national banks in twenty-one (21) 
states, including over sixty-five (65) per 
cent of the total area of the ‘continental 
United States, exclusive of Alaska, admit 
that they are charging as high as ten (10) 
Per cent on some loans, and a majority of 
all the national banks in six states, whose 
area embraces more than one-fourth of the 
territory of the continental United States, 
exclusive of Alaska, admit, Mkewise, under 
oath, that they have been charging an 
average of ten (10) per cent or more on all 
of their loans. 

Of the 1,022 national banks which certi- 
fied under oath that they were receiving an 
average of ten (10) per cent or more on all 
of their loans, 2 were in Illinois, 6 in Min- 
nesota, 2 in Missouri, 23 in Georgia, 6 in 
Florida. 21 in Alabama, 2 in Louisiana, 317 
in Texas, 17 in Arkansas, 3 in Tennessee, 90 
in North Dakota, 25 in South Dakota, 18 in 
Nebraska, 6 in Kansas, 38 in Montana, 14 in 
Wyoming, 37 in Colorado, 25 in New Mexico, 
300 in Oklahoma, 12 in Washington, 10 in 
Oregon, 13 in California, 2 in Utah, 1 in 
Nevada and 33 banks in Idaho. 

During this same period, while so many 
national banks were charging excessive rates 
to customers, the federal reserve banks were 
offering money freely to the national banks 
in every part of the country at rates vary- 
ing from three and one-half (3%) to five (5) 
per cent, according to the class of paper and 
the time to maturity. There was no reason 
why sound, well-managed banks in any sec- 
tion could not have gotten at these low 
rates all the money required to supply the 
needs of customers, whether farmers, mer- 
chants or manufacturers, or why the national 
banks should not have loaned the funds to 
their customers in every case well within 
the rates prescribed by law. 


No Injustice Done. 


Under such circumstances, and with these 
facts before you, I am confident that you 
will revise your opinion that this office has 
done, as you express it, “a great injustice 
to the great majority of bankers through- 
out the .country,” in making the statement 
in my cireular letter of October 27 that 

“The sworn statements of condi- 
tion of a great many national 
banks show that section 6197, 
U. 8. R. S., against usury, has 
been grossly violated by these 
banks.“ 

Concerning your statement 
millions of dollars of money are being 
loaned by banks at less than the legal 
rates, may I point out that this is a poor 
consolation to those borrowers who have 
been charged and are being charied, in so 
many cases, from three to ten times the 
legal rate permissible under the laws of 
the different states and under the provisions 
of the national bank act? 

The facts developed in the Investigation 
recently conducted by this office with refer- 
ence to usury have suggested the desirability 
of requesting national banks to print here- 
after, in their published statements of con- 
dition, the maximum rates of interest 
charged, and the amount of money which 
they may be lending at rates in violation 
of section 5197, U. 8. R. S., relative to usury. 
If this is done, will not the public learn, 
fairly and rightly, which banks, in the matter 
of interest charges, are conforming to the 
law and which are not? Such publication 
could do no injustice to any bank that hon- 
estly tries to keep within the laws which 
all bank directors have solemnly pledged 
themselves to observe. 


Unfairness of Usurers. 


To illustrate the unfairness of some of 
the complaints made by usurers and which 
reach this office, let me take this occasion 
to call attention to an attack made upon 
the federal reserve system just a year ago 
by a certain national bank which denounced 
the six and a half (6%) per cent rate for 
long time paper, established at the outset 
by federal reserve banks (though soon re- 
duced to five (5) per cent), as “unreasonable,” 
“exacting” and prohibitive,“ “prejudicial to 
the new system” and calculated to shake 
„confidence in the members of the federal 
reserve board.“ 

An examination of the complainant bank 
which this office promptly caused.to be made 
showed that this bank, with assets of more 
than a million dollars, had been a gross vio- 
lator of the usury laws; had been charging 
‘its customers for money more than ten times

as “unreasonable, exacting and prohibitive,” 
and had in the three or four months preced- 
| ing its complaint made more than 400 loans 
in amounts from $60 to over $10,000 each, on 
which it had exacted rates rangi from 
ten (10) per cent to one hundred (100) per 
cent, including one loan of $2,067 at sixty- 
four (64) per cent, and another for $553 at 
eighty-five (85) per cent. 
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Measure Just Passed by the 
‘Legislature Will Put 12, 
000 Machines on Books for 

First Time, Believes Cook. 


It is ‘claimed for the new automobile 
license. tax law, which becomes effect- 
ive January 1, 1916, that it is one of 
the bést such laws in any state, the bill 
being a combination of many features 
‘from the best known bills of other 
states. The author of the bill is Mr. 
Garland Jones, representative from 
Coweta county, to whose untiring ef- 
forts the successful passage of the bill 
may be largely attributable. 

The salient features of the Jones au- 
tomobile license tax law are as fol- 
lows: | 

Instead of a flat rate for all automo- 
biles, as under the present law, the new 
law provides a scale of prices for li- 

cense tags as follows: 
For motorcycles, $2. 

For automobiles of 25-h. 
under, $3. 

For automobiles of from 25-h. p. to 
85-h. p., $4. ; 

For automobiles of 35-h. p. and up- 
wards, 35. 

For one- ton trucks, $3, 

For 2 to 4-ton trucks, 34. 

For trucks of six tons’ capacity or 
more $6.

Dealers Get Tags. | 
Automobile dealers and manufactur- 
erg may obtain a distinctive license tag 
known as a “dealer’s license tag.“ For 
$10 a year the dealer receives two such 
tags, and may secure any number of 
duplicates of these tags at $1 each. 

In event of the loss of-a tag an au- 
tomobile owner may have the tag du- 

licated by presenting an affidavit to 

e effect that the tag is lost and upon 
payment of $1. 

Another feature of the new law, 
which will doubtless meet with approv- 
al, is a provision for prorating the 
license tax so that after August 1 of 
each year the price of a tag for the 
remaindcr of each year shall be but 
one-half the price for the entire year. 

The new law also provides for a 
chauffeur's license of $2 per year. 

Under this law a chauffeur is defined 
as one driving an automobile other than 
his own for a compensation. 1 
therefore, not necessary under this con- 
struction that a car owner need obtain 
a chauffeur’s license in order to drive 
his own car. 

No one under 18 vears old may ob- 
tain a chauffeur’s license. To in 
such a license the candidate must have 
the written reference of three well- 
known men as to his character and his 
ability to operate an automobile, and 
must also stand such other examina- 
tion as the secretary of state may deem 
advisable. 


Exemptions From Law. 


Mechanics testing and demonstrating 
for automobi dealers and manufac- 
turers are exempt from the necessity of 
obtaining chauffeur’s license. 

All licenses are obtainable from the 
secretary of state, whose duty it is to 
administér the automobile law. 

Secretary of State Phil Cook esti- 
mates that next year this law will 
bring the state a revenue of some $126,- 
000, and will place some 12,000 machines 
upon the books of the state which have 
not been there before. 

The net revenue arisi from this 
source goes to the gener road fun 
to be prorated among the counties o 
the state on a basis of the total public 
road mileage in each county, outside 
the incorporate limits of towns and 
cities, accordi to the proportion this 
total county mileage bears toward the 
total publig road mileage of the state. 
The mon thus distributed is to be 
used by the counties in road construc- 
tion, as under the present law. Under 
the present law, however, the distribu- 
tion is made upon a basis of rural 
route mileage. 

The framers of the new law have 
endeavored to provide for a better en- 
forcement of this law by allowing the 
secre of state to appoint inspectors 
who shall round up the delinquents and 
bring prosecutions unles they comply 
with the law. The new law vides 
that the secretary of state shall not 
less frequently than once a month call 
to the attention of the sheriffs of the 
various counties the provisions of this 
law, and it shall then be the duty of 
the sheriff to investigate and .- find 
whether all automobile owners in his 
county have complied with the law, 
and, f not, to prosecute the delin- 
quents. 


Powers of Secretary. 


In event of failure of the sheriff to 
perform this duty, the sec o 
state may appoint inspectors in such 
counties who shall perform the duty 
of rounding up the back-sliders from 
the law. uch inspectors shall receive 
a salary of $4 per day and enses 
while making such inspections. Their 
work, however, would last but a week 
or so in instance. Secretary 
Cook says that already he has received 
some 200 applications for jobs as in- 
spectors. 

Other principal provisions of the law 
are maximum speed limit of 30 miles 
an hour; making it a misdemeanor to 
attach a license to an automobile 
in such a manner that it swings or in 
any other manner so that it will not 
receive the light of the tail light at 
night; making it a misdemeanor to use 
any other tag than the one registered 
for, or to counterfeit a tag, or for any- 
one but the secretary of state to sell 
a tag; prohibiting automobilists from

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CHIEF BEAVERS WINS 
FIRST COURT FIGHT 


Judge Pendleton Declines to 
Dismiss Certiorari, and Ap- 
peal Will Be Made. 


Opening his legal fight to regain the 
office of head of the police department, 
ex-Chief James L. Beavers won the 
first point yesterday before Judge John 
T. Pendleton, in superior court, when 
the motion submitted by the police 
board to dismiss the ex-chief’s cer- 
tiorari was overruled. 

Attorneys Charles T. Hopkins, J. W. 
Moore and J. A. Branch gave notice 
at once that they would take their 
case to the court of appeals, and would 
possibly have a bill of exceptions ready 
to be Red some time today. 

Chief Beavers is seeking to reverse 
the decision of the police board in de- 
moting him from the position of chief 
to the rank of captain, which latter of- 
fice he declined to accept. His attor- 
neya, James L. Key and Walter McEl- 
reath pressed the court to go into the 
certiorari immediately, but Judge Pen- 
dleton refused, explaining that he did 
not care to sit upon any case a mate- 
rial phase of which was pending in a 
higher tribunal. 

Age Not in Issue. 

An important feature, of Judge Pen- 
dieton’s ruling was that the question 
of the ex-chief's age—brought into the 
case by counsel for the police commis- 
sion, who contended that he was ineli- 
gible for reinstatement because of the 
age limit of forty years—was not in 
issue. 

The judge stated his opinion that 
Beavers could not get back into police 
service without first filing an applica- 
tion and then being duly elected by the 
board of commissioners—this in e 
event that he had severed his connec- 
tions with the department. 

The attorneys for Beavers met the 
claim of the defense that the commis- 
sion had not been properly served with 
notice of the certiorari proceedings 

. the contention that the papers 
had been served upon W. T. Morris 
secretary to the chief of police, and 
that they were later transmitted to 
the board of commissioners, having 
been duly filed by that body. 

Beavers’ attorneys also charged that 
Beavers, in refusing to accept the cap- 
aincy, h not resigned from the de- 
partment, but had refused to relin- 
quish his hold on the office of chief. 

A clash ensued when Attorney Hop- 
kins sought to enter evidence bearing 
upon the chief's refusal to accept the 
captaincy, submitting minutes of the 
commission in which the resignation 
was accepted. This was permitted by 
Judge Pendleton following a heated 
opposition by the plaintinff's attorneys. 
Will Last Long Time. 
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Thomson Editor's Demur- 
rer Is Overruled and Jury 
Finally Selected After 50 
Men Had Been Examined. 


Augusta, Ga. November 26.—Selec- 
tion of a jury to try Thomas E. Wat- 
son, editor and publisher of Thomson, 
Ga., for sending alleged obscene mat- 
ter through the mails, was completed 
in federal court here today and exam- 
ination of the first witness had begun 
before adjournment was taken until 
tomorrow. 

The case went to trial shortly be- 
fore noon, after a demurrer, Made by 
Watson, who, as a member of the Geor- 
gia bar, acted as his own chief counsel, 
had been overruled. The jury was 
obtained after some fifty men had been 


‘| examined. 


In an outline of the case District At- 
torney E. M. Donalson asserted that 
it only was necessary to prove that 
Watson was responsible for mailing 
the matter objected to, and that it was 
obscene, as charged in the indictment, 

Calls Matter ‘Vile. 

The government prosecutor asserted 
that the matter referred to was “so 
obscene, vile“ and otherwise improper 
that he was glad it did not devolve 
upon him to read it to the jury. Wit- 
nesses, he said, would have that un- 
pleasant task.” 

Watson, in his outline of the de- 
fense, took the view that his purpose in 
publishing articles should be taken into 
consideration. He declared his pur- 
pose was of the highest, and that he 
was fighting, as he had been “for sev- 
en years, the fight that Luther, John 
Knox”. and others “made against the 
Roman Catholic church.” 

The articles alleged to contain ob- 
scene and otherwise improper language 
were published in connection with Wat- 
son’s attacks upon the Catholic church. 
No ruling had been made when court 
adjourned on whether Watson’s plea 
that his purpose in publishing the arti- 
cies should stand, or whether the gov- 
ernment’s contention was to be allowed. 

Watson also indicated, according to 
a statement the government prosecu- 
tion made in arguing a point, that he 
intended to try to show that the mail- 
ing of the alleged obscene articles was 
done by The Jeffersonian Publishing 
company, a corporation, and not by 
Watson himself. 

Barnes Is First Witness. 

J. M. Barnes, the first and only wit- 
ness on the stand today, formerly was 
postmaster at Thomson, Ga., during 
the period from 1911 to 1912, when 
Watson’s publications containing the 
alleged obscene matter, were placed in 
the mails. The government brought 
out from Barnes that the issues of the 
magazines referred to had been mailed, 
and on cross-examination Watson was 
seeking to place his character as an 
author before 9 jury, when on ob- 
jection from the government, a lengthy 
argument was begun. The govern- 
ment reiterated that it was not neces- 
sary to show the defendant’s charac- 
ter as an author, the only thing perti- 
nent to the case, the prosecution reiter- 
ated being whether or not Watson 
mailed or caused to be mailed the arti- 
cles referred to. Court was adjourned 
before the argument had been con- 
eluded, | 

The jury which is to try the Thomson 
editor and author as selected after sev- 
eral hours’ deliberation is composed of 
two Augustans and ten men residing 
at or near various small towns in the 
jurisdiction of the federal district court 
of south Georgia. zs

FOUND WITH SIDE 
OF HEAD BLOWN OF 
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Douglasville, Ga., November 26.—

cil, was found dead in his home here 
at an early hour this morning with 
one side of his head blown off and his 
gun lying by his side. 

Mr. Harding had been seriously in 
for sevéral days and all of his children 
had been called to his bedside, but 
he was apparently better when they 
retired Thursday night. 

His wife awoke about 2 o'clock this 
morning and, missing him from his 
bed, began a search and found his body 
in the hall. He appeared to have been 
dead about an hour when found. Mr.

W. W. (“Boots”) Rogers,was held 
for the grand jury when arraigned yes- 
terday afternoon before Recorder John- 
son, of the city police court.

Seeing 
that I could not do anything for her, I 
ran the car about 180 feet away to al- 
low street cars and automobiles to pass. 
Then I went back and got the occu- 
pants, with the request that they ac- 
company me to the station house.” 

H. B Baylor, E. B. Savage and F. 8. 
Bussey swore that they were in the 
machine and that it was being driven 
at a rate of speed about 12 miles an 


hour. 

One of the occupants swore that the 
machine could not be stopped until it 
had traversed a distanec of about 150 
feet, and a pedestrian swore that When 
he saw the machine brought to a stop 
it was that distance from the scene of 
the accident. Judge Johnson was in- 
clined to the belief that had it been 
driven at 12 miles an hour, it could 
have been stopped in much less than 
this distance. Rogers maintained that 
it was, and that those who swore as 
to the distance saw the car stop only 
after he had run it back to the scene 
of the accident, and had started away 
again to relieve a traffic congestion.

New York, November 26-—There was 
a very sharp advance in the cotton 
market here today with January con- 
tracts selling up to 12.26, or fully 44 
points above Wednesday's closing fig- 
ures on active covering and a broad- 
ening outside demand. The close was 
within a point or two of the best, and 
firm at a net advance of from 43 to 52 
points for the day. 

The market opened firm at an ad- 
vance of 16 to 20 points in response to 
the firmness of Liverpool over the local 
holiday, particularly in the matter of 
spots, which were 24 English points 
higher on a larger volume of business. 
There was a good deal of realizing 


a new maximum. Other stocks that 
broke all previous high records were 
Cuban-American Sugar on its rise of 
9% to 166%, and American Can pre- 
ferred, which rose 1 to 112. South 
Porto Rico Sugar rose 9 to 144, Conti- 
nental Can 5 to 94%, and Sears-Roe- 
buck 10% to 172. Many of these ad 
vances were largely cancelled in the 
general recessions of the final hour. 
American Can common was the most 
active stock of the session, gaining 3 
at 64%. Among the war issues and 
other stocks coming more or less di- 
rectly within that designation advances 
of 1 to 3 points were registered. Metal 
stocks were in demand at higher prices, 
led by American Smelting, which more 
than recovered its quarterly dividend 
on its rise of 2 to 101%.
